The dis- 
charged operators say that 
Zeublin this morning appealed to each of the 
geven men individually,and endeavored to in- 
duce them to withdraw their names from the 
agreement above referred to. He informed 
them that he was instructed to discharge 
them unless they consented to withdraw. 
Each man replied that he would keep his 
pledge to his fellows. 
THE SNAP JUDGMENT TAKEN, 

The hour at which the agreement was to be 
carried into effect was 12 o'clock. A few 
minutes before noon the seven men congre- 
gated in the ante room of the operating room 
where, aftera few words more from the su- 
perintendent, they were informed that they 
were discharged. They all went to the head- 
quarters of the brotherhood, where 
they met with an enthusi- 
astic reception and a meeting 
was held, it is supposed, for the purpose ot 
initiating the new men. In response to an In- 
quiry from the associated press office as to the 
condition in which the exodus has leit the 
Washington office, Superintendent Zeublin 
made the following reply in writing: ‘‘With 
exactly the same number. of men 
who arrived from Philadelphia, Harrisburg 
and Chester, Pa., last night, with four more 
en route we now have the Office fully 
equipped with rilt-edged, first-class, loyal 
and entlrusiastic operators. The business 
will no longer be intentionally mangled, and 
errors wilfully caused by traitorous employes. 

It now appears that only six men were dis- 
charged from the Western Union main otlice 
to-duy. The seventh signer of the agreement 
to strike has not been satisfactorily accounted 
for hy either the strikers or the Western 
Union ofticials. It was given out to-day, 
however, that the entire seven had gone. 
One member of the night force is absent 
to-night, but he is reported to 
_be tired out and _  “*resting. Including 
this tired man there remainsin the Western 
Union main office only tive men, exclusive 
of the chiefs of the entire day and night 
force employed when the strike began. One 
of the five is a printing operator. Among 
the<strikers are two brothers of Manager 
Marean, and sons of each of the chiefs, 
Young and Bender. To-night Chief Young 
announces that the press reports are going of! 
in good style, and the wires are working 
well. The men discharged to-day in- 
dignantly deny the assertion of 
Superintendent Zeublin that they had inten- 
tionally mangied and wilfully caused errors 
in business passing through their hands. 
They say that the fact that they were urged 
by Mr. Zeublin up to the moment of their dis- 
missal to withdraw from the agreement to 
strike, under threat of dismissal, is conclusive 
evidence that the charge is wholly ground- 
less. Superintendent Zeublin will have his 
headquarters at Washington for the present. 

A STATEMENT MADE. 

The six discharged operators gave to an as- 
sociated press reporter to-night their story of 
the circumstances leading up to their dismis- 
sal. They said that at the time the striking 
operators left the office they did not go with 
them because they were not members of the 
brotherhood, and though they had dis 
cussed the reasons for the strike and 
were in sympathy with the _ strikers 
they had not decided what they themselves 
should do. Appeals were made them by the 
brotherhood to come out, but up to last Sat- 
urday they had not determined what they 
would do. On Saturday afternoon notice 
was posted in the Western Union office 
informing the operators then at work that 
double pay for the time they worked would 
be given all those whose names were found 
on the payrojl at the end of the month. 
This the operatives looked upon as a direct 
attempt to bribe them, and as a result of the 
indignation with which it was received, seven 
of them drew up and signed a paper, in which 
they pledged themselves that unless reasona- 
ble and proper concessions were made to the 
brotherhood by Thursday, July 26, at noon, 
they would withdraw’ their _ services 
from the company. It was intended 
during Saturday night and Sunday 
to obtain additional signatures to 
this pledge, but the fact that such pledge had 
been agreed upon leaked out, and was pub- 
lished Sunday morning. On Sunday Super- 
intendent Zeublin came over from Philadel- 
phia and wanted the seven signers of the 
pledge to withdraw their signatures from it. 
They say he affected to consider it as a threat 
against the company, but they deny that it 
was intended as such and assert that it was 
simply a pledge to stand by each other 
in pursuing a certain line of conduct. 
Zeublin, they said, dictatted a pledge to them 
which he wished them to sign, in the nature 
of an offset to the first pledge, but it was of 
such a character that they refused to sign it. 
Then, at his request, they drew up a letter to 
Manager Whitney, which some of them signed, 
in which they disclaimed any intention to 
threaten the company, and said: ‘We do de- 
sire the executive committee (of the Western 
Union) to act favorably and promptly in this 
matter as a long continued struggle will im- 
pose an amount of labor upon us which hu 
man nature cannot endure;’’ and ‘‘we do 
most heartily protest against the delay in be- 
ginning negotiations fora settlement.’’ Noth- 
ing further was heard, they sav, in relation to 
the matter until this morning. Superintend- 
ent Zeublin came here last night with 
a force of operator3, and this morning at 
11:45, fifteen minutes before the time at 
which the signers of the pledge to quit work 
had agreed to leave, be invited them to a con- 
sultation with him. Five of them went into 
his office, and he asked if they proposed to 
carry out their’ original agreement. 
Each man replied that he _ intended 
to stand by his pledge, whereupon 
they report that Mr. Zeublin violently assail- 
ed them as traitors te the company, telling 
them that instead of going out with the 
strikers at the outset like men, they had re- 
mained in the office and exhibited their sym- 
pathy with the strikers by giving them in- 
formation about the office. Replying, the 
men said they had not acted dishonorably, 
but that if they did not live up io their 
agreement thev would be traitors 
to their fellow workmen. As 
soun as Zeublin heard this, he turned to 
Manager Whitney, who was present, and told 
him to do his duty, to discharge the men on 
the spot. The men say that in his conversa- 
tion with them he did not accuse them of 
mutilating the dispatches or delaying busi- 
ness. His only charge was that they sympa-

thized with and furnished information to the 
strikers. 

This charge they say is absolutely false. 
They also assert that when he conferred with 
them on Sunday he told them they were the 
best men on the force, inen in whom he had 
the most confidence, and they suggest that if 
is rather. jate in the day for him to speak of 
them as traitors and bunglers. 

THE AMERICAN RAPID SURRENDER 

NEw York, July 26.—By a majority of per- 
sons the surrender the American Rapid 
Telegraph company to the demands of the 
strikers was regarded as a certain indication 
that the strike was nearing its end, and that 
other companies would soon follow suit and 
yield to the combination of operators. It 
was .umored that the Baltimore and Ohio 
company would be the next to give in, and 
that negotiations were now pending looking 
toward a consolidation” with the American 
Rapid company, and thus forming a com 
bination egainst the Western Union and 
securing a large portion of rts _ busi- 
ness. If the two companies 
were united, it is claimed that all important 
points in the west and south could be reached 
without difficulty, and that delays which have 
impeded business at the exchanges could thus 
be overcome. It was stated this morning at 
the Baltimore and Ohio compa- 
ny, that it was the intention of the company 
to remain firm At the oftice of the Ameri- 
can Rapid company, 166 operators were on 
duty to-day, including 116 men that went out 
on the day of the strike. Ninety-five out-of- 
town offices were opened, and 400 operators 
in all had returned to the employ of the 
company. ‘The 38 branch oflices in this city 
were also reopened, anda large amount of 
business is reported to have been handled. 

THE WESTERN UNION FIRM, 

The Western Union company still remains 
firm, however, in the position it has assumed 
since the beginning of the strike, and shows 
no indication of weakening. A large force 
of operators on duty yesterday returned to- 
day, and reports of the managers of the oper- 
ating room showed business being handled 

romptly. Encouraging reports were received 
int the general superintendents at Chicago 
and Nashville, Tenn. Agent Somer- 
ville said the action of the American Rapid 
would have no effect on the policy of the 
Western Union. ‘There seems to have beena 
little improvement at the exchange, 
and no complaints were made anywhere ex- 
cept at the cotton and produce exchanges. 
At the latter place nine operators were at 
work, and it is expected that there will be less 
delay and greater accuracy in the reports and 
quotations to-day. The Postal telegraph com- 
pany has putin two Chicago wires, which 
have been quadruplexed, and ihis will be 
equivalent to eight wires. No operators of 
the Western Union company are at the cot 
ton exchange, ard messages have to be 
sent to the main office for transmission. At 
the stock exchangethere were nine Western 
Ll nion operators, and it was re- 
ported that direct wires to 
Chicago, Boston, Philadelphia and Baltimore, 
were entirely cle ar, and no delay would oc- 
cur to-day in the transmission of messages to 
these points. The Mutual Union and the Bal- 
timore and Ohio oilices, were closed, but the 
merchants and bankers was duing a large bus- 
iness apparently. 

RETURNING TO\WORK, 

PHILADELPHIA, July 26.—-The striking oper- 
ators of the American Rapid company re- 
turned to work this morning in a body, es- 
corted by a body of Western Union and Bal- 
timore and Ohio strikers, who are still out. 
The company increased its force by hiring 
about ten of the unemployed men, and yives 
notice that it can now handleall business ten- 
dered at the Western Union office. Business 
is reported to be moving smovuthly, and ‘two 
of tbe strikers, one a lady, have. been won 
over to the company’s side. The linemen 
and inspectors of the Bell Telephone company 
this morning presented a billof grievances: 
to the officials, and declared their purpose to 
strike at3 p. m. unless their terms were ac- 
ceded to. The number of linemen are 37 and 
inspectors 32. ‘They demand an increase of 15 
per cent in salary and a reduction of hours to 
nine. On receiving the petition of the men 
Manager Morton telegraphed Superintendent 
Zeublin, of the Western Union telegraph 
company, who is also general manager of the 
Bell telephone company, who is now in 
Washington. Zeublin directed Morton 
to iniorm them that he could 
not give a decision at once in reference to 
their petitions, but that he would meet their 
representatives upon his return to the city on 
Saturday, when he thought a satisfactory ad- 
justment of the difficulties could be arrived 
at. Later in the afternoon the linenmen and 
inspectors informed the manager that they 
would postpone any action upon their 
complaint until to-morrow morning, 
when they would acquaint him 
with their decision in regard to awaiting the 
action of the ofticersof the company. The 
members of the Commercial exchange met 
to-day io take action relative to the interrup- 
tion to business caused by the telegraphers 
strike, but without taking any action the 
meeting adjourned until Saturday, on the 
request of Superintendent Zeublin, of the 
Western Union company, who telegraphed 
from Washington asking that he be given a 
hearing before the resolutions in regard to the 
strike were passed by the exchange. 

THE B. AND O. NEGOTIATING. 

The officials of the Baltimore and Ohio com- 
pany have been negotiating with the strikers 
tor the past two days, but the latter demands 
recognition of the Brotherhood asa prelimi- 
nary to a settlement. No conclusion has been 
reached. 

New York, July 26.—The usual routine was 
carried out this afternoon at the meeting 
of the striking telegraphers in Clareydon 
hall, Chairman Mitchell announced that he 
wanted to be absent for the remainder of the 
day on business connected with the Brother- 
hood and that he would probably have some 
important intelligence to communicate when 
he came back. It was understood that he 
referred to the pending negotiation with the 
Baltimore and Ohio _ telegraph com- 
pany, looking toward a compromise 
with the Brotherhood. Dispatches 
were read from Boston, Philadelphia, balti- 
more, Cleveland, Detroit, Oil Cicy, Pittsburg, 
St. Louis, and other points, urging the strik- 
ers to remain firm. Numerous offers of pecu- 
niary assistance were reported to have been 
made by the labor organization and by busi- 
ness men, who werein sympathy with the 
operators. Many accessions to the ranks of 
the strikers were also reported by the various 
assemblies in different parts of the country. 

ANOTHER COMMERCIAL PROTEST. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, July 26.—The board of 
trade to-day adopted a resolution protesting 
against a further continuance of the present 
state of affairs in telegraphing, which 1s caus- 
ing stagnation in general business. ‘The reso- 
lution states that the board believes the 
Western Union company is in duty bound to 
immediately arrange for the usual transmis- 
sion of messages, so that the great business 
interests shall have relief, and requests that 
the Western Union company take such aciion 
as will bring about the desired result. The 
secretary was directed to notify the

“Do you really think Mrs, Langtry is on the 
vessel ?”’ 

‘Cannot say, miss. Nobody seems t» have 
seen her. Are youa friend of the lady”’’ 

“No. I’m asociety reporter and I’m de- 
tailed to take notes of her dress. What shall 
I do?’ and the little woman grew quite ner- 
yous. 

The Journalier sauntered down to the saloon 
to take a look at the floral souvenirs. There 
were nonethere. Heasked the steward if 
any had been left ior the Lilly. 

‘Yes, sir, a whole cart load. They’re in her 
cabin, No, 164.’’ 

‘‘May I see them”’’

This reply seemed to increase the mystery 
and the situation began to grow as exciting 
as the plot of a dime novel. 

Presently there was a buzz in the crowd 
and the purser appeared with instructions to 
clear the gangway.

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ENFORCING QUARANTINE. 


The Governor of Loul<lana Orders the Vesse's Into 
Quurantine. 


July 25.—The Times-Demo- 
re special says, in pursuance 
t! ate ooard of health, 
Governer McKuery has issued a proclamation 
‘irecting that all vessels now at the quaran- 
tine station in the Mississippi river, which 
are infected with vellow fever, be removed 
without unnecessarv delay to the quarantine 
station at Ship Island for inspection, cleaping 
and fumigation: and he further orders and 
directs that all vessels from the port of Vera 
Cruz, Rio de Janeiro, and Havana and such 
other ports as may become infected with yel- 
low fevor, be prohibited from entering the 
falters of the Mississippi river. ‘The quaran- 
tine officers are directed to enforce. strictly 
the execution of this proclamation. 
APPROACHING PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 26.—The quarantine 
physician to-day reported to the board of 
health that Patrick Kelly, seaman of the 
brig Julia Blake, died of yellow fever last 
night at the hospital at Lazaretto station, 
to which place he had been removed from 
the vessel. The brig, which was bound from 
Havana for this port, loaded with bones 
in bags, is detained at quarantine and will 
be thoroughly fumigated and her cargo re- 
moved before being allowed to pass up the 
river. She will probably be detained at the 
station for three weeks. 

INDIGNATION IN NORFOLK. 

NorFOLK, July 26.—Surgeon-CGieneral Ham 
ilton’s order establishing the hospital barge 
Selden off Sewell’s Point, and Secretary Fol- 
gers telegram tothe collector of customs at 
Baltimore to instruct the revenue steamer 
Ewing to spot all foreign vessels entering the 
Capes, and if sickness be found 
on board, to be required to an- 
chor near Ocean View until boarded by health 
officers, has aroused, in connection with 
the arrival of the British steamer Ar- 
dean at Hampton roads, from: Vera Cruz, 
with a case of sickness, supposed to be yellow 
fever, alarm and protest at this port. The 
Norfolk and Portsmouth cotton exchange and 
the Norfolk and Portsmouth merchants and 
manufacturers’ exchange held meetings to-day 
and passed res®%lutions petitioning the secre- 
tary of the treasury and the surgeon-general 
to remove the hospital barge to Lynn Haven 
bay, just. outside of Cape Henry, and also to 
order into quarantine at that point all infected 
vessels that may enter Hampton roads. 

TNE HEALTH OF NEW ORLEANS. 

President Jores, of the New Oorleans board 
of health to-day telegraphed to surgeon- 
General Hamilton that up to date there has 
not been even a suspicious case of fever in 
New Orleans this year, and that the city is in 
aheualthy condition.

NIAGARA Fats, July 26.—Up to ten o’clock 
to-night nothing more has been heard as to 
the fate of Captain Webb.

KING, THs RBGISTER FRAUD. 


Some Interesting Developments inthe Forgery Case— 
A Young Man Who Out His Caper in Charlotte. 


From the Charlotie Observer. 

A preliminary investigation in the case of 
R. W. King for forgery, mentioned in yester- 
day’s paper was held yesterday morning be- 
fore Trial Justice Elford, in Spartanburg. 
George LD). Denton waived the examination 
in his case. At the investigation the follow- 
ing facts transpired: R. N. King is the J. B. 
King whom the Journal-Observer published 
some time since as a swindler who had de- 
frauded the people of Charlotte and Monroe 
with a bogus hotel register. He was in Spar- 
tanburg ashort time ago attempting the same 
fraud, but with little success. The name 
of ‘‘King’’ is assumed, his real name being 
Warren Kh. Swinson, and he appears to have 
been pardoned fiom the North Carolina peni- 
tentiary, where he was imprisoned for a for- 
gery committed in Charlotte. When captured 
and arrested a blank draft book was found in 
his pocket, with the blanks of which the 
forged draft exactly tallied. The ragged 
edge of the draft fitted also with the ragged 
edge of the stub. He was committed 
to jail in default of a bond of $500. 
George Denton waived bis examina- 
tion, but he it was who swore out the warrant 
against King. He was puton the stand to 
sustain his affidavit. The trial justice told 
him that he need answer no question which 
would tend to criminate him. Under this 
permission he refused to tell the defendant's 
(King’s) attorney, what his name was, or 
where his howe was, but admitted that the 
name George Venton, signed to his aftida- 
vit, was nothis true name. He refused 
to deny—and we may assume 
it as true—that his real name is L. B. Moody, 
of Wayne county, North Carolina, that he is 
a son of Brave Moody. He refused to deny 
that he had been in the penitentiary of North 
Carolina for forgery, and it seems that. he was 
a cell mate with Swinson alias King He also 
was committed in default of a $500 bond. 
Moody -was represented byS. J. Simpsoh, and 
Swinson by Captain E. H. Bobo. About the 
lstoflast February young King made his debut 
in Charlotte. He came witha flat Derby hat, 
short coat, rattlesnake breeches, and was to’all 
appearances a flash young manof the period. 
He stopped at one of the leading hotels, and 
announced his intention of getting up a direc- 
tory of the city. On the representation that 
he was progressing finely with his work and 
would soon have it ready for the press, he 
staved off his bill at the hotel for abouta 
month, at the end of which time he suddenly 
disappeared. About half of this time he kept 
in his room at the hotel nursing a great big 
black eye which had been presented to him 
by a@ competitor in a game of billiards, to 
whom he had offered a gross insult. There was 
something about him which marked him for 
arascal, and nebody placed any confidence 
in him. He went from here to Monroe, where 
he made a raise on his register swindle, and 
wast next heard of at Winston, from which 
place he skipped just in time to elude arrest.

Mr. Parks moved to take from the table the 
resolution cffered yesterday, fixing Thursday, 
August 2d, at 12 o’clock m., as the time for 
holding a joint session to elect a successor to 
the late associate justice, Martin J. Crawford. 
Carried, and the resolution was read and 
adopted, and the house so notified. 

Mr. Livingston moved to take from 
table his resolution offered yesterday 
withdrawing the aid of the state from the 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad; and 
authorizing the governor to have withdrawn, 
and, immediate charge taken of by the state, 
the convicts now with said road. Agreed to. 

Mr. Greer moved to refer to the penitentiary 
committee. He gave as his reasons for so 
moving, that many of the eommittee had been 
along the line of the road and knew of it and 
its management. He thought that that com- 
mittee was possessed of much more informa- 
tion on the subject than anv other committee 
of the senate. 

Mr. Livingston thought it was verv hard to 
reply -to the senator of the Alst, and 
be respectful and keep within the rules of 
the senate. The senator hadspoken as if he 
thought the mover of the resolution was 
moved to offer and udvocate these resolutions 
from impure motives, and in a dishonest 
way. 

Mr. Greer—i made no suchjinference. | 
saw that the senator had been duped 
and made a toolof by conspirers unknowing- 
ly. I know the senator too well to charge 
him with fraud. but if I thought he was 
guiity of it, | wouldn’t hesitate to say so. 

Mr. Livingston continued his argument in 
favor of reterring the matter to a special com 
mittee. He knewthere had been fraud per- 
etrated, in the management of the road; it 
Pad been going on for four years, Governor 

Co)quitt had called the attention of the legis- 
lature to it, as also did Governor Stephens. 
When ‘Treasurer Renfroe had been charged 
with fraud aspecial committee was appointed 
to investigate it; so with Comptroller Gold- 
smith. The investigation may take a long 
time before areport can be made, and the 
standing committees were busy with their 
routine work, Precedent de- 
manded that it be referred 
to aspecial commitcee—a committee of un- 
biased, impartial senators, selected by the 
president The question had been be- 
fore the penitentiary committee for a long 
time and po action had been taken. The 
matter should be investigated, for a fraud was 
being enacted. 

Mr. Peeples, of the committee on peniten- 
tiary, explained why the matter had not been 
acted upon by this committee. 

Mr. Pike offered the folowing, which was 
adopted, as a substitute for the resolutions 
before the senate: 

‘*Whereas, serious charges of the mismanagement 
of the convicts turned over to the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad company, and the general 
management of the road has been brought to the 
senate by sn repay A therefore, 

‘Be it resolved, That a committee of five from 
the senate and eight from the house be appointed, 
to whom shall be referred the resolutions touching 
the subject, whose duty it shall be to investigate the 
charges, and to report the facts, and what action, if 
any. is necessary in the premises,’ 

Mr. Livingston withdrew his resolutions, 
‘tas those of the senator from the 33d (Mr. 
Pike’s) got at the same thing he wanted, and 
he would not be the chairman of the special 
committee, as the senator from the 41st (Mr. 
Greer) so much feared.’’ 

Mr. Davis offered a joint resolution 
_the special order for next Saturday being the 
joint memorial services of the late Hon. 
Benj. H. Hill, be discharged, as the family 
of the late senator desired that it should be 
postponed until his portrs uit should be ready 
to,be delivered to the state. Agreed to. 

‘Mr. Parks moved to take from the table the 
resolution of Mr. McDonald, relating to the 
establishment of a branch coilege of the uni- 
versity at Waycross. Agreed to, and the reso 
lution was read. It hud been before the com- 
mitiee on education, which had not reported 
favorably on its passage. 

Mr. MéDonald spoke in favor of disagreeing 
to the report of the committee, urging the 
necessity of the establishment of this branch 
college, and claiming it as only aright of the 
people of his section. 

Mr. Pike was not in favor of the bill. He 
thought the report of the committee should 
be sustained. There were too many of these 
branch colleges now, and ifthe legislature con- 
tinued making them, it would not be long 
before it would be completely controlled by 
them, and thousands of dollars appropriated 
annually for them. 

Mr. Jones opposed the motion to disagree to 
ws report and said that it would be bad pol- 

- to establish branch universities to the state 
ehiversity allabout in different localities of 
the state, for the reason that before long the 
representatives from the sections where ‘hase 
institutions are located will be suflicient in 
number to override those who will be the 
guardians of the public treasury and take 
therefrom the public moneys without stint 
and appropriate it tv the support of these in- 
stitutions and localities where they are situ- 
uated at the expense of the whole public. 

Such a sy tng of “‘log-rolling’’ has no: been 
witnessed since the days of reconstruction, as 
will beseen here in the course of a decade, to 
get money from the state treasury to support 
these institutions, while thecause of common 
school education languishes for the want of 
funds to maintain them. 

They seek to be adopted by the state uni- 
vinta and ere long will want to inherit its 

state, and in addition the estate of the gen- 
meer public. F avoring education=in every 
possibile view, yet I see an imper nding evil in 
legislation of this k kind, and want toapply the 
remedy before it is too late, and therefore op- 
pose the policy heretofore manifested by pre- 
vious legislatures in taking up these institu- 
tions. 

Mr. Tutt was in fayor of the passage of the 
bili and thought that these colleges should be 
established at all points of the state. He was 
opposed to giving the State university a mo- 
nopoly in the wey of funds, making the state 
pay annually $19,000 for the education only 
of the people within a radius of fifty miles of 
Athens, to the exclusion of the people of the 
other parts of the state who were not able to 
send their sons to such expensive institu- 
tions.

When the war was over and when the confeder- 
acy had gone to swell the number of ‘‘things that 
were but are not’’ his counsel was again sought. 
He wascalled upon to represent the county of Jef- 
ferson in tbe constitutional convention of Georgia 
called in 1265, and was unarimously chosep to pre- 
side over its deliberations. 

He was elected United States senator by the first 
legislature assembled under the new constitution. 
Though he had bitterly opposed secession before it 
became areality, he was known to betoo true a 
Georgian and too purea patriot to consent to, much 
lees connive at the fastening upon his people of the 
reconstruction badge of infamyand hate which 
Thad. Stevens and his Jacobin crew had prepared 
forthem. His people’s shame was a greater price 
than this man could pay fora little briet authority 
and distinction. He jost hisseatinthe senate. He 
remained enthroned in the hearts of his people. 

Here hisactive political life ceased. He retired to 
the repose and quiet of§ private life; on his planta- 
tion, in Jefferson county, he thought to indulge in 
the sentiment of the past. 

‘*] still had hopes my latest hours to crown 
Amidst these smiling bowers to lay me down, 

To husband out life’s taper at the close, 

And keep the flame from wasting by repose.’’ 

But his state could aot spare him. Unselfishly 
yielding to entreaty he accepted the judgeship of 
the Middlecircuit.
